This  study  was  initiated  in  1961  by  the  Bxireau  of  Public  Roads  to  compare  traffic   accident 
experience  on  constructed  sections  of  the  Interstate  System  with  the  same  sections  before  they  were 
constructed  to   Interstate  standards  or  with  existing  control  sections  on  the  Primary  System  that  have 
similar  characteristics. 

In  most  cases,   an  average  of  three  years  of  accident  experience  has  been  used  to  determine  the 
rates  on  the  existing  sections  before  construction  and  on  the  selected  control  sections.     These  average 
rates  may  be  compared  directly  with  those  developed  for  the  period  after  the  sections  were  constructed 
and  opened  to  traffic . 

The   following  tabulation  summarizes  and  compares  the  accident  experience  by  routes  before  and 
after  constmcted  sections  on  each  route  were  completed  and  open  to  traffic  .     Both  2  lane   and  4-  lane 
constructed  sections  are   included  in  this  tabulation.
